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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant's response filed 1 1/03/2004 to the Office action mailed 8/03/2004 has been 
entered. Claims 1-2, 5-11, 13-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-80 are pending. 

1. The rejection of claims 1-2, 5-11, 13-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-72 under 35 U.S.C. 112- 
second paragraphs is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2,5-11, 13-15, 19, 21-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-80 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims are drawn to a method of identifying, analyzing or typing a polymorphic 
DNA fragment in a sample of DNA comprising contacting the DNA sample with one or more 
mutated DNA polymerases to reduce in the ability to add one or more non-templated nucleotides 
to the 3' terminus of a synthesized DNA molecule. 

The specification only discloses the description of how to make mutated thermostable 
DNA polymerases wherein one or more mutations have been made in the O-helix which reduces 
the ability of the enzyme to add one or more non-templated nucleotides to the 3 'terminus of a 
synthesized nucleic acid molecules (See pg. 13, lines 8-19 of the specification). The specification 
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does not describes how to make mutated polymerase with other regions. Thus, the claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTIONS NECESSITATED BY THE AMENDMENT 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-2,5-11, 13-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The newly added phrase "about 0% to about 30%" was 
not support by the specification, because the specification only disclose that the collection of 
amplification products which are less than 50% contain one or more non-templated nucleotides 
at their 3' termini compared to amplification products produced by Taq DNA polymerase 
assayed under the same condition (See pg. 25). Thus, it constitutes new matter. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-2, 5-11, 13-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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a. Claims 1-2, 5-1 1, 13-28, 30-33, 66 and 69-80 are vague and indefinite because of 
the phrase "about 0%". It is unclear what is meant by the phrase "about 0%". 
Clarification is required.
